The first step 
to good health, nutrition scientists 
say. is to start each day with a 
good breakfast. 
In fact, according to Dr Miriam 
Lowenberc Head of the Depart­ 
ment of Foods and Nutrition at 
Pennsylvania 
State 
University, 
“ Research studies show that chil­ 
dren who do not eat brenkfast do 
less well in school, perform phy­ 
sical tasks less well and may he 
more irritable and emotionally un­ 
stable." 
Breakfast commonly is the dav’s 
poorest meal, for children and par­ 
ents alike. Children who s k i p 
breakfast do not make uo at other 
meals the nutrients which they 
miss in the morning. 
Nutrition studies show that the 
person who eats a good breakfast 
can be expected to follow sound 
nutrition practices in all o t h e r 
meals For the mother it is im­ 
portant to realize that the dietary 
patterns which her child adopts at 
age six usually are maintained 
through adolescence and a d u l t ­ 
hood. 
But just how does a mother in­ 
sure that her child, particularly 


er years. Normally a child will 
eat sufficient quantities to sustain 
him. 
Do Not rely on the child for the 
selection of items in the breakfast 
menu. His self-regulation abilities 
are confined to quantity, not nu­ 
tritional quality. 
Do Not create a scene if your 
child on one particular day does 
not “ feel like eating.” This prob­ 
lem arises occasionally at the be­ 
ginning of the school year, moat 
often with first or second graders. 
The best way to handle this, ac­ 
cording to Dr Benjamin Spock. is 
to let the child alone, let him 
take only juice or milk if that is 
all he cares for If he can’t even 
drink, let him go to school emofv. 
It’s not a good idea for a child 
to start the day hungry, but after 
he adjusts to school routine, he 
will gradually become hungrier at 
breakfast time, says Dr. Spock. 
And if he has not had too great 
a struggle with his mother over 
breakfast, he’ll be ready to eat 
properly again. 
Perhaps some day breakfasts 
will be served at school. S o m e 
schools have tried this plan and 
report that the children and the

W e Mean to Keep Fighting 
Keeping Protests Sharp 


Considerable controversy has been stirred by the 1961 
amendments to the Ralph M. Brown Act which has to do 
with open meetings of public bodies, such as city council or 
county board of supervisors. 


The question of open meetings involves the difference 
between newspaper reporters and, therefore, the public having 
access to action and decisions made by a public body—which 


usually have some impact upon personal rights or tax rates or 
both. 


The controversial amendments enacted by the last sess­ 
ion of the legislature become effective Sept. 15, but your news­ 
paper, represented by the California Puglishers Association, 
Inc . has not given up its fight for the right of the people to 


know what is going on in government 


We agree that amendment of the Brown Act waa needed. 
As first outlined, close interpretations held that it was illegal 
for public officials to meet socially. 


But there is considerable opinion now that the amend­ 
ments go too far the other way and defeat the entire intent of 
the act. In fact, a recent interpretation City Attorney JerTy 
Bunker made to the Palm Springs City Counil inspired inquiry 
by this newspaper to our own counsel and to the legal section 
of the Newspaper Publishers Association. 


Concerned questions from newspapers throughout the , 
state have brought promises of clarification on the amend­ 
ments from a number of officials. 


Public concern has been aroused In some areas by such 
printed charges as were made by a Northern California Paper, 
that; 


"A mystery amendment threatens to destroy the Brown Act 
which for the past eight years has been the bulwark against 
secret government in California." 
And w hich went on report 
that of three Assemblymen who backed the new bill: 


'All three deny responsibility for the (questionable) 
amendment and say they don't know how it got into the bill." 


The promised clarifications may clear the air-and it may 
be that wise consideration of their actions by our public of­ 
ficials may help to make the amended Brown Act work as it 
intended. 


Tour Desert Sun hopes this proves to be the case, but makes 
the promise to continue a determined effort to keep its readers 
informed on governmental activities.

guaranteed to decrease popular 
support for government and in­ 
dustry plans. 


Exactly what happened l a s t 
weekend if not yet known. Pres­ 
ident Quadros may have sought 
to win a firmer crown by re­ 
nouncing office, as rulers from 
Caesar to Sihanouk have done. 
He m ay simply have given up.
